m atter tis gram s of nitrogen), with 
sufficient fat and carbohydrate to yield 
a total fuel value of 8,000 largo calo­ 
ries. The usual proportion of carbohy­ 
drate (mostly starchy food* Is about 
600 gram s to 50-60 gram s of fat. In 
other words, the average man needs, 
according to the above hypothesis, ap­ 
proxim ately 120 gram s of proteid, 000 
gram s of carbohydrate aud OO grams 
of fat for his daily ration. In order to 
obtain these am ounts of nutrients he 
would require per day three-fourths of
